PARIS, Nov. 3 —French politics 
tossed Prem ier Gaston Doumergue 
into the disi ard today and Doumer 
eue's m inister of 
public 
works. 
Eti°nne Flandin. agreed to form a 
new French government and serve 
as premier. 
He accepted this task at the re­ 
quest of President Lebrun who pre­ 
viously had offered the premiership 
to the chief neutral In French poli­ 
tics, P ierre Laval, the resigned for­ 
eign minister. 
Laval, however, re 
fused the task. 
The French public, fearful of a 
repetition 
of 
the 
riots 
which 
brought 
the 
Doumergue 
govern­ 
ment into being, watched the rapid 
succession of events with nervous­ 
ness. 
Doumergue had based his rule on 
the idea of a "political truce” and 
Lebrun had called upon l^aval in 
an effort to salvage that type of 
government. 
But 
the refusal of 
I .ava I. the avowed enemy of pay­ 
ment of the French war debt to the 
United S tates was regarded as Ir­ 
revocable. 
Doumergue's resignation, forced 
as it w as by the refusal of Edouard 
Herriot, m inister without portfolio 
and leader of the radical socialists, 
and five o th er ministers affiliated 
with him to co-operate, left the vet­ 
eran 
statesm an 
disillusioned and 
disheartened. He Immediately Issu­ 
ed a brief appeal to the people In 
an effort to preserve the peace of 
the country. 
His appeal read: 
"I have been led to 
abandon 
power. 
I beg all my fellow citi­ 


zens. in behalf of the interest and j 
security of the fatherland, to m ain­ 
tain the calm necessary to the set i 
Dement of the present difficulties. I 
Doumergue refused to continue 
with the cabinet, which came into 
power with him nine months ag^> 
during the blo o d 'hod of last Febru 
ary. because he felt It would fur­ 
nish an excuse for 
the establish­ 
m e n t of a dictatorship, since his 
cabinet, losing 
H eiriot and his 
friends, would represent a parlia­ 
m entary minority. 
The retiring premier, who also 
once was president of France, blam­ 
ed the radical 
socialists for the 
rupture of the political truce. 
Doumergue bitterly arraigned the 
radical socialists, of whose party 
he was once a member, as rospon 
sihle for "the February riots and 
the deaths of unarmed war veter 
ans." 
He revealed that his 
cabinet's 
overthrow in parliament had been 
prepared for Nov. 1.9. and charged 
Herriot's party with unwillingness 
I to face "the sovereign people,” in 
new elections. 
"The men 
responsible for 
the J 
policy which led to the February 
riots and the deaths of the war | 
veterans w ho paraded without arms 
in the Place de la Concorde,** de­ 
clared Doumergue, "did not wish at 
any price to answ er before the sov­ 
ereign p e o p l e before a long time 
had rolled past. 
"For that reason, they obliged a 
certain num ber of members of th* 
cabinet, whose collaboration always 
had been loyal, to give me their 
resignations.’*

"Republican liberal­ 
ism,” prompted his friends to name 
him in the top flight of 
possible 
candidates for President. 
They be­ 
re bin victory, in the m idst of Ute 
m ocrstic hurticane and in a state 
which went Democratic two years 
ago. stam ps him as a man not to be 
ignored. 
During his seven years 
in 
the 
senate he has been neither a regu­ 
lar nor an independent. 
He was 
regarded as regular enough to be 
nominated for president pro tem ­ 
pore of the senate, and yet one of 
his strongest supporters in the re­ 
cent cam paign was Senator Horah. 
Idaho’s independent leader. 
He was one leader of a "Young 
T urk” movement among the large 
crop o< new Republicans who rode 
into the senate on the Hoover 1928 
landslide. 
They rebelled against 
the old guard 
leadership and de­ 
manded new policies. 
Now those old guard leaders of 
the past are gone. But Vandenberg 
will rem ain in the senate through 
the next two Presidential elections. 
During 
the 
campaign, Vanden­ 
berg refused "either a blanket en­ 
dorsement or a blanket indictment 
or the new deal," 
insisting upon 
"taking each proposition upon Its 
merits.’’

'Better Light. . . 'Tetter Sight

Colitis appear* to have become 
m ore 
common 
In 
the 
past few 
yeara. 
Perhaps this can be a ttrib ­ 
uted In a great measure to the gen­ 
eral 
unrest and 
tension 
in 
the 
world. 
Colitis 
should not 
be confused 
with a similar condition called "Ir­ 
ritable colon.” 
Though the sym p­ 
tom ! of the disturbance* are simi­ 
lar the treetm ent is quite differ­ 
ent. 
Irritable colon ie often the re­ 
sult of a strenuous and fatiguing 
existence. 
It can u*ua11y he traced 
to 
excessive 
fatigue, 
overtaxed 
nerves, anxiety, worry and 
other 
emotional disturbance*. 
Inflamed appendix, gall bladder 
and center* of infection nomewhere 
In the body. are other causes of ir­ 
ritable colon. 
At times it ran he 
traced to carelessness about food 
and In the eating habits. It is espe­ 
cially common among persons who 
eat at Irregular hour*, gulp their 
food 
and 
neglect 
their 
health 
habits. 
The Symptoms 
The sufferer from colitis first no­ 
tices mucus in his stools. 
The mu­ 
cus Increase* In amount aud close­ 
ly resemble* shreds of membranes. 
lf the condition Is neglected blood 
appears and the sufferer then com­ 
plains of Intense, colicky pain in 
the abdomen. 
Continued 
neglect 
of this condition leads to general 
weakness, extreme nervousness, ir­ 
ritability and restlessness. 
Unfortunately, the victim of co­ 
litis usually neglects the disease 
or resorts to unwise self-medlca- 
ilon. Neglect of colitis In Its early 
m ages 
leads 
to 
chronic 
colitis 
which Is often difficult to cure. 
As 
s rule. medications are of 
little 
value and relief Is only obtained 
when the underlying cau*e is djb- 
rovered and removed. 
It la alw ays a good plan to con­ 
sult a physician. 
He will advise 
as to proper diet and medication 
needed. Since each case presents a 
different problem, no definite rule 
can he applied to the treatm ent of 
colitis. 
It la a good plan to ATOM 
laxatives, mineral 
water*, 
fried 
and greasy foods, and an excessive 
use 
of 
salt, peppers, spices and 
condiments. 
The 
diet should be 
simple, nutritious and consisting of 
foods that ar* easily digested. 
Use of X-Ray 
The diseased intestine should be 
well regulated and cleansed at per­ 
iodic intervals. This la best accom­ 
plished by a dally hot or warm irri­ 
gation taken Just before retiring. 
In no case should cathartics 
or 
other drastic drugs he used. 
Beneficial result* are often ob­ 
tained by irrigating the bowel with 
oil. 
When oil is used it should be 
retained for at least IO hours. Dur­ 
ing this tim e the patient should re­ 
main In bed. avoiding all activity. 
Cases of colitis that do not re­ 
spond to these simple rules may re­ 
quire other forms of treatment. A 
special examination called "sigmoi­ 
doscopy" may be necessary. 
In 
this examination the interior of the 
Intestine and lining of the wall are 
visualised. 
It may be advisable to have an 
X ray examination of the Intestinal 
tract taken. 
These examinations 
will be suggested 
by 
your physi­ 
cian lf you suffer from persistent 
colitis.
